pentance, “For thus it behooved Christ 
to suffer and be raised from the dead 
that repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached In His 
name.” 
“Repent and be baptised every one 
of you for the remission of sins.” “Ex­ 
cept ye repent ye shall all likewise 
perish.” 
It appears in the verse of 
Acts 2:88 that baptism is indissolubly 
connected with remission 
of 
sins. 
Christ's commission bears the same 
thought, Mark 16:16. Jesus met Saul 
of Tarsus on the road to Damascus 
for the purpose of making an apostle 
of him, but he told him to go into the 
city and it should be told him what 
he must do. 
Even the Lord on that 
occasion would not make an exception 
of this noted apostle. So Ananias said 
to him, and now why tarried 
thou, 
arise and be baptized and wash away 
thy sin calling on the name of the 
Lord. 
Confession—John says: If we con­ 
fess our sins he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins and 
cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness and as a 
final element Jesus says to His dis­ 
ciples, "lf ye forgive men their tres­ 
passes your heavenly father will for­ 
give you your trespasses. So it would 
seem that our subject, the Remission 
of Sin would comprehend these things 
in about this order: Faith, Repent­ 
ance, Confession, Baptism, Prayer-and 
a forgiving, loving heart. 
It is hardly the thing to do to hang 
so great a question by 
the slender 
thread of any one of these texts, but 
in the true Christian life we will find 
them all. 
The sincere, honest 
stu­ 
dent tries to know his subject in the 
minutest detail. 
God’s plan contem­ 
plates the salvation of man from the 
world through the church until heaven 
is reached.
